Early, afsisted by a state c-ommisBiou. 
The managers have no intorost in tbo 
drawing, nor have they anything what- 
ever to do witb it. Everything ia in tbe 
handa of commissioners, and they alone 
manage tho distribution. 


Tbe method ia very simple. There are 


each month 100,000 tickets sold. Num- 
bers from one to 100,000 are packed in 
paper tubes and placed in a wheel. 


Tbo prizes in thn s :beme numbered 


1,1)67, ranging in Milne from 575,000, 
which is the grtat prize, down to §25, the 
smallest. 


The prizes ranging from £23 to 575,000, 


aro printed upon slips ot paper and de- 
posited in another wheel, securely packed 
in paper tubes aa are the numbers of the 
tickets. All tbe tubtiB are exactly alike 
n both wheels, and these wheels aro so 
turned that -they ore mnod beyond any 
possibility of knowledge on tbe part of 
anybody. 


A number is drawn out of tbo wheel 


containing numbers, and another oat of 
the wheel containing tho prizes. Both 
aro opened, aud tbe Holder o'. the num- 
ber IB awarded the prize indicated on tbe 
lip taken from tho largo wheel. 
In tbe drawing 1 witnessed, tbo b'rst 


number drawn from tbewbee). waa 71,011, 
and the prize that came from tbe other 
was S25, Who was tbe holder? No one | 
knew. It was somebody. He might be 


barber m Now Orleans, a farmer In 


Minnesota, or a millionaire in New York, 
All these classes are patrona of tho oom- 
jany. The management know no more 
vho holds tbe tickets.tbat draw the prizes 
than do tbe bystanders; aJl thero is ot it, 
whoa tho ticket is presented the holder 
receives a chuck on tho New 0. leans 
National bank for tbe amount it calls for, 
and the transaction is over, so far as the 
com puny ifi concerned. 


The drawing that I witnessed took 


place at tho Academy of filusio, March 
lltb. Tbo theatre commenced filling up 
at about 10 o'clock, with people of all 
grade_s, from the wealthy merchant who 
baa bis wine at hia dinner, to tho boot- 
black whose djya aro skirmishes with 
bungc-r. Thej all had an interest in tho

At about 10:30 R dozen 


rnr-n appeared upon :he u'tago, two evi- 
dently in charge. 
Ono of these two, a 


rather uuuersizod man, with a Bpnrkhng 
black eye, legs slightly curved, a not 
large but txceodmgiy well-proportioned 
body, a face expressive of peculiarly 
quick intelligence, hair, moustache, and 
imperial silvery white.

There are two wheels on tbe stage. 


Into one, an immense affair, aro emptied 
tubes of pasteboard, which contain slips 
o! paper, on which are numbers running 
from one to one hundred thouscnd. Tfle 
other wheel, mach smaller, contains 
tubes to the number ot 1,007, which is tho 
number of prizes to be awarded. Thoro 
ia a tremendous difl'orcnce between tho 
wheel containing tlio prizes and tbe 
wheel holding tha numbers.

The numbers are placed in tba wheel; 


tbey aro turned eo aa to be thoroughly 
mixed. Oua boy, blindfolded, at the 
treat wheel tclies out a tube and bonds 
it to tjon. Early, who opens il ar.cj $u - 
ucjuccos it '.'Xiyo tbousanjl one' hundred 
nud uisly-'foar!'1.' A Doy, also blindfolded, 
at the other wicol takes out a tubo and 
hands it to Gsu. Beauregard, who open- 
ing it announces "i'ifty dollars." The 
uuraher of tbe ticket and the prize it bap 
drawn are both recorded, and tbe opera- 
tion is repeated till tho 1,907 tiokots ars 
taken from the smaller wheoj. 


Those ^rosctii eit &'nfl watch carefully. 


T-here Is no sensation while the smaller] 
prizes are boiug drawn. Asa matter of 
course there will be fi?e or ten minutes 
during which tho prizes will Us 825,'s and 
850's, with as qccasioaal' S^OO," Tbesd 
esoita no cpebia} atten'ti'on, But there 
e.tiae'3 one'wbioh does exoito attention,! 
Gen, Early proncmsoes u nurnbo^ gD(j 
Gaa. Ijeaurtsgard, whan ^e correspond 
ent nurn_Hj-r JB jrawn) beaitates for a mo 
ment, and slowly announces "Sii thous- 
and dollars!" There is a perooptiblo 
movement among the audionce.tor $0,000 
ia a very tidy sum ot money for any one 
to have, especially when the investment 
tbat procured it was only $5. 


Presently there is another sensation. 


A number is drawn, and Gen. Beaure- 
gard ia R triile more alow, as i£ to wbet 
tbe impatience of the throng, "Twonty- 
flve thousand dollars!" is announced. 
That is something like it. Six thousand 
dollars does very well as a starter in life, 
but the lucky winner of 825,000 can, it he 
be a man of 'moderate tastes, retire OH 
tbat. 


Still this in nothing, or at least it ian't 


what they are all waiting for. Preaently 
a number is announced, aacl General 
Beauragarcl, tptb provoking slowness, 
ariu'o'uncea "S e v e n t y-5 v e thonaand 
dollars." There is a sensation, for that! 
is tbe capital prizo. The one tbat every- j 
body who buys a ticket hopes to draw, j 
Only one gate it however. It is Vandor- 
bilt aud his laborers over again. 


In this scheme there is one prize of 


S7C.OOQ, one of SS5.300 one of SiO.OOO, 
tT70 dt £0,000, five of Si 000, ten of 81,000, 
twenty of 5500,100 ot '5200, and so on 
down to 1,000 ot 325 each, with approxi- 
mate prizes of3700, §000, and 3250. 


Who bagged tbe.great prize? Who 


was he or ehe? No one knows. One 
man may hold tho whole ticket and will 
receive tfce wbole amount, or it may be 
divided into fifths, and may bo held by 
five persona, in which event the com- 
fortable sum will be divided into fiv 
parts.

It h 
becomes infatuated aori goes to Cbiaagi 
to gamble in gram, or to New York 11 
stocks, it will l&at him a few weeks, ant 
bo will be no butter off than before.

wbat has bean done with tbe untold mil- 
lions the company bave distributed; bu 
who shall ever write their history? 


Tha drawing requires about tour hours 


ot time, for it ie done witb the utmoa 
exactness nud syBtam. Several records 
are made of each number drawn, witb 
the prize accompanying, and there are ao 
many ohocka and counter checks that a 
miBtake is imposible. 


Then the announcement is made up 


and published in the oilioial papers of tbe 
company, and tho prizes are paid as fast 
BB tbo Holders present their tickets 
Those at a distance sund their tickets 
through their own banks to tbe banks 
here, who collect and remit. 


Everybody in New Orleani invests in 


this lottery, just as regularly aa they pay 
their rent, and the sale of tickets is con- 
sidered an entirely legitimate business. 
I ao.T men on the morning ot the day 
at within five minutes of the time thu 
drawing commouced, send out for a fifth 
of a ticket, they having forgotten that, to 
them, important duty. There is one 
chance in twenty of a prize, and they 
figure that it they Jose nineteen times 
they will win enough the twentieth to 
get their money back. And the grand 
prize! Who knows but tney may strike 
tbat!

A strong vein of gas was found nt a dept'u 


oE 1,1)00 feet, but thero was so muck salt 
water that it couid not ttnd its way out. Its 
prc.s.sm'0 was so great, however, that tho salt 
water was forced up nearly ninety feet in tho 
air. 


For seven years this salt water continued 


to How nt the rate of sixty barrels per hour, 
sometimes more and sometimes less, but never 
1'ollin™ short of fifty barrels. It swelled the 
little brooli ut Its sido to a good sized creek 
and thonco poured into tho Allegheny river. 
It was so strong i:i chloride 01! sodium ns to 
kill all tho (Uu that camo within certain 
limits of Iho place where it entered tho river. 
Tho idea of utilizing the water seems not to 
have entered any one's mind until about fivo 
yeai-s alter the well began to flow, Sovernl 
capitalists then conceived the plan of extract- 
ing the chloride uf sodium 1'roni tho water 
and manufacturing salt. For some reason 
tlio Bcliomo Ml through then, but two years 
later a company was formed which established 
tho second largest s.-Uiworto in thu United 
States, making about 1'jQ barrels of salt daily.
